The reference cited in the earlier rejection (Wistendahl) disclosed transmitting objects 
(N-data) for interaction by a viewer on a TV screen. However, appellant argued and the Board of 
Appeals agreed that claim 1 requires that the additional information is an object which is 
depicted by said picture by said pixels. The additional information is included in a descriptive 
stream provided separate from the video. This feature refers to the limitation recited earlier in 
claim 1 , 'associating additional information with a video including a plurality of 
frames. ..identifying at least one of the frames representative of a picture composed of a plurality 
of pixels ' (emphasis added). 

Since the object in the additional information is required to be depicted by said picture by 
said pixels (emphasis added), thus the object is depicted by the pixels from the at least one 
frame of the video, already mentioned in the claim. 

Prior art of record does not teach the claimed limitations, as presented in the latest 
amended form, filed 4/27/06. Claims 2-8 & 10-30, directly or indirectly depend from claim 1, 
and are thus likewise allowable for at least the same reasons.
